U.S. Trying to 
Avert'Phone 
Walkout 


New York, Feb. 4 —(IF) — The 


federal government, worried 
over 


the threatened telephone strike set 
for next Wednesday, called labor 
and management .negotiators 
to- 


gether today for their first joint, 
mediation talks. 


The issues are mainly wages and 


other employe benefits. 


Today's talks were between bar- 


gainers for the Western Electric! 
Co. and the CIO Communications 
Workers of Am e r i c a . Western 
Elelctric is the installation division 
of the American 
Telephone 
and 


Telegraph company — the nation- 
wide "Bel! system." 


Planned union strategy 
is 
to 


pull 
out 
100,000 
workers 
from 


Western Electric and 
five 
other 


subsidiaries of the gigantic 
tele- 


phone concern. Then, union 
offi- 


cials said, it counts on the 
re- 


maining 200,000 union members not 
to cross the 
picket 
lines. 
This 


would come close to 
paralyzing 


the nation's phone 
system, 
the 


union said. 


However, 
company 
spokesmen 


have said they would be able to 
maintain most 
services.

Three Missing 
as Military 
Plane Crashes 


San Juan, P. H., Feb. 4 —(IP)— 


A U. S. airforce C-47 transport 
plane with two officers and 
one 


enlisted man aboard crashed into 
the sea late last night just off the 
Puerto Rican coast. 


Army and Navy rescue officials 


said there was little hope for sur- 
vivors as the piano apparently had 
hit the water at full flying speed. 


Identification of the 
men 
was 


withheld. 


Officials said the plane took off 


between heavy rainstorms from its 
base at Roosevelt road, carrying 
3,500 pounds of equipment for use 
in amphibious m a n e u v e r s . It 
crashed a few minutes later two 
miles northeast of the U. S. naval 
station here. 


Rescue operations b e g a n at 


once with tugs, rescue boats, sea- 
planes and an airforce B-17 search 
plane racing to the scene. 


A marine shore patrol reported 


it had sighted the tail of the plane 
50 yards off shore in shallow wa- 
ter.

His statement was taken 
as a 


flat rejection 
of the 
President's 


proposal for a truce in the 
coal 


strike while a presidential 
board 


investigates and re c o m m e n ds 
a settlement. 


A 
500- word 
letter 
from 
the 


United Mine Workers leader 
was 


delivered to the White House 
at 


9:58 
a. m: It did not in so many 


words reject or accept either 
the 


fact finding proposition or the pres- 
idential plea that "normal" pro- 
duction be restored on Monday 
while negotiations continued. 


United Mine Workers representa- 


tives said that the letter — one of 
the most cryptic Lewis ever has 
used in a dispute — would be the 
only word from their 
chief 
over 


the weekend. 


Lewis made his' reply 
in 
the 


midst of reports that strikes would 
continue or possibly spread in the 
fields next week. 


In Illinois it was reported 
that 


Lewis 
already 
had 
telegraphed 


local leaders across the nation that 
a full scale strike was set for Mon- 
day. 


There was doubt, too, that even 


a direct order from Lewis would 
restore normal work in the mines. 


Lewis' 
reference 
to " t h r e e 


strangers" was to Mr. 
Truman's 


proposal for a three-man fact-find- 
ing board. Under the President's 
plan, all three would be named by 
the chief executive and would rep- 
resent the public —with none from 
industry, labor or the government. 


There was nothing in Lewis' let- 


ter to confirm or deny the reports 
that a full scale mine stoppage is 
imminent. 


Here, in part, 
is 
what 
Lewis 


wrote the President: 


"The industry contract 
expired 


June 30, 1949. For eight 
months, 


the organized coal operators have 
refused to 
execute 
a 
successor 


agreement. For eight months, the 
operators have gloried in the pro- 
tect idn' give the'rri 'by the oppres- 
sive 
federal 
statute. 
For 
eight 


months, Mr. President, they hav.e 
boasted t h a t 
the abomination 


known as the Taft-Hartley act, ren- 
dered it unnecessary 
to 
concede" 


anything, and that in the end your 
high office, wielding Taft's 
club, 


would beat the mine workers 
into 


submission. 


"So now it comes to pass, 
Mr. 


President, that as a penalty for re- 
fusing the coal operators' dictated 
terms your office offers arbitration 
by three strangers, who know not 
of the industry nor 
the 
human 


beings who delve in it. 


"With due respect, 
Mr. 
Presi- 


dent, the mine workers do not wish 
three strangers, however, well-in- 
tentioned 
but 
necessarily 
ill-in- 


formed, to fix their wages, decree 
their working conditions, d e f i n e 
their living standards 
and limit 


the educational o p portunities of 
their children. 


"Such strangers can not see into 


a mine worker's home, nor 
peer 


into the hearts of his loved ones. 
The mine workers believe that as 
free citizens in a free country they 
have an inherent right to pass upon 
these 
vital 
considerations them- 


selves, and that no stranger, how- 
ever situate, should be given such 
power over their lives."

Bridgeport, Conn., Feb. 4 —UP)— 


Carol Ann Paight's mercy murder 
trial was in weekend recess today 
while both sides readied their final 
arguments. 


The case, first of its kind in Con- 


necticut history, may reach an all- 
parent jury of nine women 
and 


three men before 
next 
Tuesday 


night. 


The recess ends Tuesday morn- 


ing when the prosecution opens its 
summation, highlighting for 
the 


jury the points brought out in evi- 
dence. The defense '"fdlftws1 ifife 'its 
final arguments. 


Then the state makes its closing 


statement. 


Superior Judge John A. Cor- 


nell's charge to the jury is expect- 
ed to take about an hour. He is 
required to instruct the jury on the 
legal meaning of 
temporary 
in- 


sanity, the point on which the en- 
tire second degree murder 
curse 


turns. 


Carol, 21-year-old blonde college 


girl, shot her father to death Sept. 
23 after she learned he was in- 
curably ill of cancer. The father, 
Carl Paight, was a sergeant of the 
Stamford, Conn., police force. 


Carol faces life imprisonment if 


convicted. She is pleading tempo- 
rary insanity. 


Among 48 witnesses for the 
de- 


fense since the trial opened Jan. 
24 many have testified Carol was 
driven out of her mind by the news 
of her father's illness and was in- 
sane when she shot him. 


Dr. Clifford Moore, the star med- 


ical witness for tne defense, said 
Carol developed a "cancer phobia" 
after 
the 
disease 
struck other 


members of the family. This fear 
caused her mind to black out when 
she learned her father was a vic- 
tim, he said.

Red Sabotage 
Against Atlantic 
Pact Spreading 


Paris, Feb. 4 — (ffj—A Communist 


sabotage attack, aimed at smash- 
ing the Atlantic pact and Marshall 
aid, is spreading over Western Eu- 
ropp. 


For the 
moment the attacks 


seem confined largely to France. 
But American, sources here think 
the biggest drive ultimately will 
come in Italy. 


In France there are two immedi- 


ate objectives: 


1. To cripple France's effort to 


save Indo-China from the Commu- 
nists. Forces fighting the French- 
sponsored regime there of former 
Emperor Bao Dai are viewed by 
the French 
government 
as. the 


spearhead of a Red thrust through 
southeast Asia. 


The Communist operation 
plan 


here in France is clearcut, A. real 
grievance held by a local group 
is.linked to a cominform political 
aim. And the Communists 
have 


real "workers' grievances" to ex- 
ploit.

Wages have l a g g e d behind 


prices. Months ago the 
govern- 


ment promised to lift the freeze 
order on wages and permit some 
collective bargaining. The freeze is 
still on.

teen-year-old Marian Lloyd 
was 


shot and raped on a 
lonesome 


country road,

killed with a 12-gauge s h o t g u n 
shell borrowed from her mother. 


Marian's 
shattered 
body 
was 


found shortly after the slaying yes- 
terday. It was lying in a clump 
of bushes along 
the 
road. the 


schoolgirl took on her way home 
from her seventh grade class. 


A few hours later, Sheriff J. A. 


Tune said a 24-year-old farmhand 
—an ex-convict on probation 
— 


formally admitted the killing and 
rape.

George Thomas Hailey, told him 
he had borrowed four shells earlier 
in the day from Marian's mother, 
Mrs. 
William A. Lloyd 'to hunt 


crows with." 


Marian, brown-haired 
and tall 


for her age, was hit in the stom- 
ach by the malsive charge of lead 
shot — the heaviest load made foi 
standard shotguns. 


Hailey believed th girl was stil- 


alive when he raped 
her, Tune 
said. 


But she was dead 
when 
her 


mother came on 
the 
darkening 


scene — led by other school chil- 
dren who told her they had found 
blood on the road. 


Tune said Hailey gave this ac 


count of the deed in his statement 


Hailey, carrying 
the 
shotgun 


met Marian walking 'home 
alone 


from the Ellis Creek school 
in 


neighboring Halifax county. 


He made advances to her, and 


when she protested he hit her with 
the gun. When she continued 
to 


resist him, he said he fired. Then 
be dragged the dead or dying girl 
into the brush and raped her. 


According to the statment. Hal- 


ley was overcome by 
the deed, 


ran to his 
own mother's 
home 


nearby, and told her what he had 
done. Then he went on 
to

farm whore he worked. 


The farmer, William Carr,

ready had heard of the killing and 
grabbed his own gun when Hailey 
appeared.
